Se oy ei a POLITICS SIMMERING 


It is full early for the political game of 1914 
{ to open up, but it is already showing signs of 
life and shortly after the first of the year the 
energetic politician | will be very much in evi- 
dence, traveling over the state and renewing 
his acquaintance with the dear people, who are, 
of course, and quite naturally enough, more 
dear as election time draws nigh than at any 
other time. With a full state ticket and full 
ebunty tickets to elect, the coming campaign 
p¥omises to be one of the most interesting in the 
‘history of the state, owing, largely, to the com- 
plicated political situationand the inability at 
present, for even the wisest to make a ‘good guess 
as .to probable results. 

‘Aside from a governor and other state officers 
there is also to be selected in California a United 
" es senator and several members of congress, 

nich will add zest to the political struggle for 
odttcanéy, Governor Johnson has announced 
that he favors a Progressive (bull moose) third 
party ticket in the primaries and at the election, 
in which he voices the sentiments of Colonel 
Roosevelt, whose last words to his adherents 
before leaving for South America were to 
**stick.’’ This means that there will be three 
tickets in the field, not counting the Socialists, 


* Prohobitionists and other small sideshows, and 
sthe old-line Republicans, the Progressives and 


the Democrats will engage in a three-cornered 
fight for the victory. 

It is extremely hard to figure out the relative 
standing of these three parties in California at 
this time, but as in every other state where state 
or congressional elections have been held since 
the last presidential election it has been demon- 
str tefl that the bull moose party has lost from 
to seventy per cent of its strength as polled 
“for Roosevelt, but is still strong enough to in 
some cases weaken the Republicans sufficiently 
to ensure a Democratic victory. If that holds 
true in California as it has in other states, then 
it would seem that the Democrats of this state 
are almost sure of w inning, and the leaders of 
the state Democracy are expressing themselves 
freely as being of the decided opinion that the 
next governor and state officials, ds well as the 
senator and congressmen, will be of their faith 
and party. Governor Johnson is very popular 
throughout the state, much more so that the rest 
of the state officials or the party he represents, 
and it is possible that, he wilk-run ahead of his 
ticket sufficiently strong to win out, but it does 
look at this time as though the chances for 
a Democratic victory in California was one of 
the things that are almost sure. 

If a Democratic United States senator is 
ehosen this time it will be the first since Stephen 
M. White retired, in 1888. Senator George Per- 
kins will not again be a candidate, as it is’ his 
intention to retire to private life. Who the 
Democratic candidate will be for this exalted 
position is not at this time known to anybody, 


about the only avowed candidate for the place 


on that ticket being Phelan, and he will have 
all kinds of opposition within the ranks of his 
gwn party, with Mike Tarpey and Thomas F. 
Griffin looming more or less formidable in the 
immediate background.- The Progressive nomi- 
nation for. senator seems to lie between Chester 
Rowell, editor of the Fresno Republican, and 
Francis Heney, he with the rapid-fire vocabu- 
lary and. who figured conspicuously in the San 
Francisco graft prosecution and in the bull moose 
national campaign last year. Neither can be 
said to be a strong candidate ov to any extent 
beloved by the, ‘people, though both are astute 
‘politicians, ‘with ‘past master’s knowledge of 
every crook and turn in the path and every dip,
